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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant states that the step of supplying an external force of claim 1 1 is distinct from the steps of claim 9. The examiner disagrees. The 
examiner would suggest that the step of mechanically moving the test head is the same as the step of supplying an external force. 
Applicant states that the rejection is formulated by adding the second embodiment of Slocum embodiment to the first embodiment and 
rotating the second embodiment 180 degrees; but does not provide an articulated reasoning for rotating the second embodiment 180 
degrees. Therefore the rejection is improper and should be withdrawn. 

Furthermore, by rotating the second embodiment 180 degrees, its functionality is destroyed. It is not understood how the modified second 
embodiment would operate, since the cavity would no longer be secured to the base 404. 

The examiner wants to make clear that there are 2 different rejections using Slocum. Even if the rejection which "rotates the second 
embodiment 180 degrees" is improper and withdrawn, the other rejection using Slocum is still applicable and therefore the claims are still 
rejected. 

The second embodiment has the drive mechanism on at the top of the positioning apparatus. A first embodiment teaches that the drive 
mechanism can be at the bottom, with all the elements of the lifting device being in an order that is 180 degrees rotated from the order of 
the second embodiment. One of ordinary skill would recognize that the lifting device can be oriented in either orientation and would 
understand how to disconnect the cavity from the base and attach it to an element at the top of the apparatus. As such, the modified 
second embodiment would be operative and the reasoning for modifying the second embodiment has been articulated. 
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
